TERMS OF PEACE ARRANGED 


AMBASSADORS WILL PRESENT A 
NOTE TO PORTE TODAY. 
Annexation of Thessaly Will Be De- 
nied, but Indemnity Will 
Be Fixed. 


LONDON, May 21.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Constantinople says: 

“The ambassadors will present a note to 
the porte tomorrow embodying the terms 
of peace to which they will agree. The 
note will refuse to permit the abolition of 
the capitulations in the cases of Greek 
subjects or the annexation of Thessaly, 
but will consent to a strategic rectification 
of the frontier and to an indemnity not 
exceeding 115.000.000 francs.’’ 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 21.—The am- 
bassadors are still awaiting instructions 
from their respective governments as to 
the capacity in which they are to act when 


preseiting-the move which it is understood 


‘will "be presented tomorrow, whether as 
advisors of as negotiators. 

It is understood that the powers will 
consent to the demand of the Tiirkish gov- 
ernment that the gulfs of Volo and Arta 


be opened for the revictualing of the Turk- 
ish troops and that peace negotiations will 
be conducted here. 

LONDON, May 21.—The Vienna corres- 
pondent of The Daily Chronicle, says: “I 
learn from a reliable source that the fu- 
ture dynasty of King George trembled in 
the balance last week. Serious attempts to 
depose him were frustrated by the direct 
action of the powers. The Russian govern- 
ment warned M. Ralli, in the plainest 
terms, that the powers were doing more 
for the sake of dynasty than for the nation 
itself.’’ 

ATHENS, May 21.—A dispatch from La- 


mia says that white flags were being hoist- 


ed along the lines of both armies, and 
that Crown Prince Constantine has for- 
mally announced the armistics to his 
troops.

Spanish Premier Stated That Persons

Madrid, May 21.—Senor Moret T. Prender- 
gast, a former minister, asked the govern- 


ment on behalf of the liberals in the cham- 
ber of deputies today to submit all the 
papers relating to the rebellion in Cuba and 


to the diplomatic relations of Spain with 


the powers. 

Senor Canovas, the premier, replying, said 
the government could only attach credit 
to such information as was sent by Captain 
General Weyler. 

He severly blamed the. American news- 
papers for disseminating false news, and 
cited as a case in point, recent statements 
attributed to Consul General Lee. The 
premier said: 

“Spain’s relations with the other powers 
continue cordial, but the advices which the 
Americans are offering to us as to Cuba 
cannot be followed, because Spain will 
never accept any intervention in a matter 
which peculiarly concerns herself. 


“The documents which have been asked 
for would only refer to this advice. The. 


government has accepted full responsibility @ 
}-for everything which thas been done by 


Captain General Weyler.” 

Senor Moret T. Prendergast asked if it 
were true that the United States senate 
had recognized the belligerency of the 
Cubans. : 

Says McKinley Is True to Spain. 

The premier replied that the report to 
this effect was not a surprise to him, as 
it was a question of creating more difficul- 
ties for President McKinley in connection 
with the tariff bill, but he said he be- 
lieved President McKinley, like Mr. Cleve- 
land, would decide for himself in such a 
matter. 

In the course of his reply to the inter- 
pellation, Senor Canovas said that the ex- 
changes ot opinion betwee spain and the 
other European powers the subject of 
Cuba had always been unofficial. 

The powers had shown great reserve in 
defining their views, and this attitude had 
led the government to believe they were 
unwilling to offer any effective interven- 
tion between Spain and the United States. 

They Do Not Fear War. 

The exchange of views had been friendly, 
but Spain had refused the proffered media- 
tion. 

The guarded tone adopted by the premier 
in reference to the belligerency vote of the 
senate has made a profound impression, but 
the general opinion in the lobbies is that 
President McKinley and Secretary Sherman 
will not allow the senate to deceive them 
into a conflict with Spain. 


CABINET DISCUSSES CUBAN. 


Morgan Resolution May Interfere with 
the President’s Effort. 
Washington, May 21.—The Cuban ques- 
tion was discussed at today’s cabinet meet- 
ing, and it is understood to have been the 
tenor of the discussion that the senate’s 
action In passing the Morgan resolution 
would interfere with the efforts of the exec- 


utive to accomplish something substantial 
for the Cubans. 

The nature of the president’s policy has 
not been disclosed, and action is not likely 
to be taken until (Mr. Calhoun’s report has 
been received. 


WILL BE GUIDED BY PRESIDENT. 


House Will Not Act Yet on the Cuban

Washington, May 21.—No official infor-

And even at this 
day, among the various groups of people 
that inhabit it, whatever be the standpoint 
from which the question be examined, the 
natives of Cuba realize the Spanish 
are absolutely necessary for the peace and 
advancement of the island. All this fully 
and cleacly Cemons‘rates that it is not 
possible thct the island of Cuba can be 
benefited except througk the ageney of 
Epain acting under her own impulse, as 
she has long been by the principles of 
liberty and justice.

FOUND NOT GUILTY 


Board of Health Exonerates the 
Chief Inspector, 


DULY ONE CENSURE 1S GIVER 


Allowed Miss Cohen's Buggy To Stay 
In City Stables, 


FOUND INNOCENT OF EVERY CHARGE 


Waldron Is Dismissed and Captain . 
Haunson Gets His Job—Decision 
Completed -sast Night. 

What the Verdict Has 
To Say. 


Chief Sanitary Inspector Thomas A. Veal 
has at last emerged from his time-worn 
troubles with flying colcrs. 

Thei verdict of the board of health, form- 
ulated last night, mot only acquitted but 
higtly exonerated him, as forccasted in 
The Constitution over a month before the 
trial was concluded. 

Notwithstanding the long, detailed charg- 
es filed against the inspector from two 
sources, he comes out with only one cén- 
sure, and that Is so siight as not to war- 
rant passing notice. Instead of being ig- 
nominiously discharged Thomas A. Veal 
will continue to be a public servant of the 
city, with no reflection on his career as 
the result of his very unenviable predica- 
ment for the last three months. 

Superintendent Waldron, of the dumping 
grounds, the man who pretended to weigh 
all the supplies received, will be dismissed — 
the ist of June. General incompetency fs — 
the charge booked against him, prompted 
by the numerous mistakes tin his figures 
and weights, brought cut at. the ‘teal aes 
investigation. 

Wardriii’s sticceswor will be  diotils sare 
T. Haunson, who is well known about the 
city, is secretary of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and an old railroad man. He 
is a competent bookkeeper and Is eminently 
qualified in every way to fill the position 
which Waldron will vacate. Captain Haun- 
son has heen connected with the dumping 
grounds for several months tn a minor ¢a- 
pacity, hoping to get a more lucrative po- 
sition in the long run. 

The system of receiving supplies at the 
dumping grounds, on which the investiga- 
tion committee jumped with both feet, is 
judged good by the board of health, but 
some material changes are recommended, 
An entirely new system of books will be 
kept by the new superintendent, in which 
the weights and measures of all supplies 
received will be carefully recorded and re- 
ported to Chief Veal every day, with totals 
once a week. Great care will be observed 
in this respect hereafter to prevent short- 
ages or overweichts. 

The board of health held two meetings 
for the consideration of the decision, not 
one paragraph of which was decided on 
until last night, the final meeting in the 


mayor's Office. 
The Verdict in Detail. 

The entire text of the verdict is bulky 
and voluminous. 

The first specification in the charges Was 
that more supplies had been purchased by 
the chief inspector than had eyer been re 
celved at the dumping grounds. 

The verdict says, according tc the evi- 
dence, more oats were received at the 
above place than were bought according to 
Waldron’s books. There waa, however, 
less corn, Bran and hay, the ehortage 
amounting to less than 1. per cent, which is 
allowed by all grain dealers. 

The verdict states that Waldron Is not 
competent as a bookkeeper, but is honest; 
that his various mistakes and his forget- 
ting to make prover entries was res, one- 
sible for the alleged diser*pincies. 

The decision furthermore states that all 
goods bought were received at the ‘lump- 
ing grounds durirg the years 1895-86; that 
a eanitary inspector was at the nnloading 
of every car that the supplies were 
properly weighed and loaded on drays 
for the dumping grounds, which method 


is deemed a é one 

In regard f: section charging Veal 
with using voritism with certain stock 
dealers in the purchase of horses and 
mules, the verdict states there wus no evi- 
dence whatever to substantiate such @ 
charge.

Famous Games Recalled. 

In speaking of the game tomorrow Judge 
John L. Hardeman grew reminiscent and 
recalled some famous games of the past. 
Tomorrow just twenty-nine years ago, 
when Mercer was at old Penfield, the State 
University team and the Mercer team met 
at that place, and tomorrow a few of the 
participants and many of the witnesses of 
that memorable game will assemble on the 
campus en Tatnall square in Macon to wit- 
ness another contest between those ancient 
rivals. 

The game played May 22, 1868, was the 
greatest inter-coHNegiate game ever played 
in Georgia up to that time, and the interest 
throughout this and adjoining states was 
intense. Judge Hardeman was a student 
at the time and witnessed the game. 

Many of the students took a holiday trip 
across country in wagons from Athens to 
Penfield to be present at the meeting of 
the champions. Hundreds of people con- 
gregated on the college grounds to applaud 
their favorites, and many an honest dollar 
of our daddies exchanged hands on the re- 
sult that day. 

Mr. Washington Dessau, then a student 
at Athens, pitched for his home team. He 
was the crack pitcher in those days, aud 
was dreaded by his opponents as much as 
he is respected by his antagonists in law 
cases today. 

Mayor Collier Was Umpire. 

Mayor Charles A. Collier, of Atlanta, was 
umpire, and Judge Emory Speer, with a 
taste for journalism in his mind, was the 
newspaper correspondent who sent in the 
report.

Another famous game was played in 1568 
between the Dixie club of the university 
and the Gate City club, of Atlanta, in 
which the Athenians défeated the Atlan- 
tians by a score of SB to 13. The Gate City 
club had never been beaten before, and the 
boys were much crestfaiien over their 
defeat. 

Dessau pitched the game for Athens and 
Charley Collier was catcher for the same 
team. The Dixie club was so delighted that 
they presented Mayor Collier with a ma- 
hogany bat mounted in silver. Judge Har- 
deman wonders that if, in these busy days, 
he recalls that occasion, and if he has tfhiac 
old bat hung up in his library as a souvenir 
of early triumphs. 

Another game played in that memorable 
year Was between Athens and Augusta, 
and Henry Grady was catcher for Athens, 
and aiso made eight runs. Athens won by 
a score of 61 to 21 in seven innings. 

Ali these memories are revived by the 
game to be played tomorrow when there 
will hardly be such large scores run up as 
in those golden days.

Rome. Ga. May 21.—(Special.j—Menry 
Reynolds, one of the best known youns 
men in Rome, tells a remarkable story con- 
cerning Alfred E. Westall, a young man 
who lived in Rome for several months and 
who had a great many friends here. 

The brigantine Galilee, which arrived re- 
cently in San Francisco from the South 
Sea islands, brought confirmation of the 
news that a wealthy young Englishman 
named Litchfield had been eaptured by 
cannibals and he and his companion de 
voured on the Santa Cruz island. 

The fact has been established beyond 
Goubt almost that the young man with 
Litchfield was Westall. 

Harry Reynolds is now prescriptionist in 
one of the largest drug stores in Rome. 
He was assistant apothecary in the United 
States navy for a nu’nber of vears, and tells 
the following stery concerning Westall: 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
Westall has suffered the horrible death 
speken -of, particularly since I have not 
héard anything from him in several months, 
He’and myself have been in constant com- 

nication for years and the last time I 
heard from him he informed me that he 
was about to leave for the South Sea 
islands, and mentioned an Englishman by 
the name of Litchfield, who was to be his 
traveling mate. 

You may imagine how I was shocked 
when I read in the papers that Litchfield 
and his companion had been captured anu 
eaten by cannibals. I at once began an 
investigation and soon discovered that his 
companion on that ill-fated occasion was 
Westall. This I have learned to be a 
positive fact. 

I had known Alfred Westall a long time, 
and he and I were intimately associated in 
the naval service, although I was apothe- 
cary and he was a common sailor.

After drifting 
from one thing to another he entered the 
navy while my ship was stationed in 
southern China. 

When we reached New York he deserted, 
while I received an honorable discharge. 
As we had become great friends, I assisted 
him all I could to get another start in 
life, and finally we came to Rome, where 
he lived for a long time and made many 
friends. ; 

Westall succeeded in effecting a reconr 
ciliation with his people in England white 
he was in Rome, and they sent him money 
to came home on. He returned and spent 
two years in college, taking an electrical 
course. He returned to Rome very much 
improved both in manner and in every 
other way. He remained with his friends 
in Reme a short while and then went west. 
Since that time nothing of an interesting 
nature has been heard from him until the 
news of his terrible death was received 
here by his friends. 

Mr. Reynolds has the letters from Westall 
confirming all that he says. In his last 
letter to Mr. Reynolds he speaks of going 
to the South Sea islands with his friend, 
Ritchfield, who’s death has been reported 
by the press a short time ago and in the 
manner described.

the pacification of Cuba. In order to secure 


and at the same time to adopt such reforms 
as may be useful or necessary, and com- 
patible of course, with their inalienable 
sovereignty, as soon as the submission of 
the insurgents be accomplished fact. 

“The minister of state, while directing 
me to bring to the Knowledge of your ex- 
cellency the following views, instructs me 
to remark how pleased he was to observe 
that his opinion on this point agrees with 
yours. - 

“None is more fully aware of the evils 
s-ffered by Spaniards and aliens in conse- 


ernment of his majesty. It realizes the 
immense injury inflicted on Spain by the 
putting forth, with the unanirfious co-op- 
eration and approbation of her people, of 
such efforts as were never before made in 
America by a European country. It knows 
at the same time interests of for#ign in- 
dustries and trade suffer, as well as the 
Spanish interest? from the insurgents’ 
devastation, but if the insurgents should 
triumph the interests of all would not only 
merely suffer—they would entirely and for- 
ever disappear amid the madness of per- 
petual anarchy. 
Stress on “Motu Proprio.” 

“It has already been said that in order 
to prevent evils of such magnitude, the 
cabinet of Madrid does not and will not 
confine itself exclusively to the employment 
of armed forces. 

“The speech of the throne, read by 
the national representatives, formally 
promised, motu proprio, not only that all 
that was previously granted, voted by the 
cortes and sanctioned by his majesty on 
the 15th of March, 1896, would be carried 
into effect as soon as the opportunity of- 
fered, but by fresh authoritation of the 
cortes and the new extensions and amend- 
ments of the original reforms, to the end 
that both islands may, in the administra- 
tive department, possess a personnel of a 
local character; that the intervention of 
the mother country In their domestic con- 
cerns may be dispensed with, with the 
Single reservation that nothing will be 
done to impair the rights of sovereignty or 
the powers of the government to preserve 
the same. This solemn promise guaranteed 
by the august word of his majesty will 
be fulfilled by the Spanish government 
with a true liberality of views. 

“The foregoing facts, being better known 
every day, will make it patent to the fair 
people of other nations that Spain, far from 
proposing the subjects in the West Indies 
should return to regime unfit for the times 
when she enjoys such liberal laws, would 


never have withheld the same laws from 
the islands had it not been for the increas- 
ing separatist conspiracies which compel 
her to look above all to self defense. 

“The government of his majesty most 
heartily thanks the United States for the 
kind advice it bestows on Spain, but it 
wishes to state, and entertains the confi- 
dence that your excellency will readily see 
that it- has been forestailing for a long 
time past. It follows, therefore, as a mat- 
ter of course, that it will comply with it 
in a practical manner. as soon ‘as’ circum- 
stances make it possible. : 

“Your excellency will have seen, never- 


theless, how the announcement of this con- 
currence of views has been received. 

“The insurgents, elated by the strength 
which they have acquired through the 
aid of a certain number of citizens of the 
United States, have contemptuously re- 
pelled, by the mediums of the Cubans re- 
siding in this republic, an idea that the 
government of Washington can intervene 
in the contest by advice or any other man- 
ner, on the supposition that the declara- 
tions of disinterestedness on the part of 
the government of the United States are 
false, and that it wishes to get possession 
of ‘the island one of these days. 

Dignity Must Be Maintained. 

“Hence, it is evident that no success 
would attend such possible racodiation, 
which they repel, even admitting that the 
mother country would condescend to treat 
with its rebellious subjects as one power 
with another, thus surely jeopardizing its 
future authority, detracting from its na- 
tional dignity and impairing its independ- 
ence for whch it has at all times shown 
such great earnestness, as history teaches. 
In brief, there is no effectual way to paci- 
fy Cuba, unless it begins with the actual 
submission of the armed rebels to the 
mother country.”’ 

The remaining portions of Senor de 
Lome’s letter were read by Mr. Foraker 
in the senate Wednesday, and were in- 
cluded in these dispatches at the time. 

Following the offer by Secretary Olney 
of mediation by the United States officers 
of the Cuban junta were quoted as reject- 
ing intervention on the lines suggested. The 
Spanish minister's statement that the in- 
surgents through their agents in the Unit- 
ed States contemptuously repelled inter- 
vention, refers to this attitude assumed by 
the junta.

A decision of the suprem 
yesterday “morning declares that E. H. Ma- 
son, the present mayoralty incumbent, is 
ineligible for office, and that his election 


was not valid. 

The case decided by the supreme court 
was brought up from the superior court of 
Glynn county on the petition of Judge A. 
J. Crovatt, who was the defeated candl- 
date. When the validity of the election 
was tested in the superior court, the case 
was heard by Judge Sweat, and he decid- 
ed that Mr. Mason was eligible to office 

Judge Crovatt held that by an act of the 
legislature a man who was holding the 
office of alderman or councilman could not 
be elected to the office of mayor at the 
same time until his other municipal office 


‘ 


had expired. 
At the time Mr. Mason was elected may- 


or of Brunswick he was holding the office 
of alderman of that cfty, and it was on 
this objection that Judge Crovatt carried 
the case to the supreme court. The re- 
sult favored Judge Crovatt, and he has 
been successful in ousting Mason. 

Now that the present incumbent ha» 
been put out of the way, Judge Crovatt 
will probably be a candiate for the office. 

Persons familiar with the Carter com- 
mittee investigation will remember that 
when Genator Carter called for counse) 
Judge Crovatt volunteered to help him in 
the prosecution of Judge Sweat. 

In his position as prosecuting attorney 
Judge Crovatt fired question after question 
at the witnesses and especially close dia 
he question those witnesses from Glynn 
county. It is said that the mayoralty elec- 
tion was made a side issue in the investi- 


gation for a few days. 

An election will probably be called in 
Brunswick within the next few days, ana 
another’ mayor will be elected by popular 
vote. There will be a great amount of 
interest in the election. 

The decision follows: 

“Crovatt v. Mason. Before Judge Sweat. 

Glynn superior court. 

“Little, J.—1. An act of the general as- 
sembly which renders councilmen and al- 
dermen of cities and towns of this state 
incompetent to hold any municipal office 
during the time for which they were 
chosen, is not unconstitutional because by 
its terms such act is made ‘applicable only 
to cities and towns of two thousand inhab- 
itants or more; but the same is a general 
act, and as such is applicable to all towns 
and cities within the state falling within 
the designated class at the time of its pas- 
sage, or which may do so thereafter. 

“)9 The office of mayor of a city or town 
having more than two thousand inhabitants 
is a municipal office within the meaning of 
such act, 

“8 An act amending an existing charter 
of a municipal corporation which provides 
that ‘the mayor and aldermen shall hold 
their office for two years, or until their 
successors are elected and qualified,” fixes 
the terms of such officers at two years. 

‘“(a) The term of one of such officers is 
not reduced or changed by his resignation 
of the office and the election of his fuc- 
cessor before the expiration of two years 
from the beginning of such term. 

“4. An application for leave to file an in- 
formation in the nature of a writ of quo 
warranto, to ingu‘re into the right of a 
person to bold the office of mayor of a city, 
the duties of which such person is in fact 
discharging, w:ll be granted at the instance 
of any other person who eRher claims the 
office or is interested therein: If, however, 
the facts upon which a claim to the office 
is based are set forth and on their face 
show that the claim is not well founded, 
the application, so far as it rests upon th.s 
ground, is not sustainable. 

“5. A defeated candidate for the office, 
whether he does or does not claim the 
same, if a citizen of the city, had such an 
interest in the office as will entitle him to 
have the application granted in a proper 
case made. 

“6. Where such an application is made by 
a relator who dedicates his prayer on two 
grounds, viz: 1. That the person receiving 
the highest number of votes was ireligible 
to hold the office, and that the relator, be- 
ing eligible, received the next highest num- 
ber of votes, and for this reason he claims 
such office; and 2, that the relator is a 
citizen of such c.-ty and of the state and 
county in which the same is situated, and 
as such citizen has an interest in such 
office; the first of these grounds sought, 
because the claim to the office, considered 
in the light of the facts On which it is 
based, is without merit in that it fails to 
show any right on the part of the appli- 
cant to have and exercise the duties and 
prerogatives of the office; but the second 
ground based on citizenship and consequent 
interest in the office, taken in connection 
with the alleged ineligibility of the incum- 
bent of the office, makes a case entitling 
the applicant, in his capacity as citizen, 
to an order granting leave to file the in- 
formation. 

“Judgment reversed. All concurring.

BANK  MESSENGER’S STEAL 


BOSTON BANK LOSES THIRTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS, 


—- 


Young King, Employed by the Boyls- 
ton National, Became Suddenly 
Dishonest and Skipped. 


Boston, May 21.—A nineteen-year-old boy, 
Albert M. King,a messenger of the Boylston 
National bank, is missing and so is $20,000 
in cash and a $10,000 United States certifi- 
cate. 7 

King started for the clearing house at 10 
o'clock Wednesday to settle the balance ex- 
fsting there against the bank, and on the 
way transacted other business involving 
$45.000 or more. 

As he did not return to the bank by 1 
o'clock, the officials grew anxious and made 
a search for the messenger, besides invok- 
ing the aid of the police, but they Save 
been unable to ascertain his whereabouts. 

Officers of the bank squad were immedi- 
ately detailed on the case, and at once 
started In search of the missing youth. 
They soon learned that King had appeared 
at the Freeman’s bank and had drawn the 
$20,000 which he was to pay at the National. 
3ank of Commerce. Then about half an 
hour later he ealled at the Union bank, 
where he was given $25,000. Of this he was 
paid $15,000 in cash, while a United States 
certificate for $10,000 made up the balance, 
It was somewhere about half-past 11 o'clock 
a. m., a& near as the offiogrs can ascertain, 
that King reached the clearing house. 

He paid over the $15,000 in cash which he 
had received from the Union bank, and in 
order to balance the account he had to 
take 9590.71 from the $20,000 which he should 
have paid to the National Bank of Com- 
merce. This looks suspicious to the officers 


| of the bank. 


Here all trace of the messenger was lost. 
As nearly as can be figured, King had in his 
pocket when he left the clearing house the 
$20,000 minus the $590.71, which he paid to 
the clearing house, and the $10,060 certifi- 
eate. 

In the télegrams sent broadcast by the 
police King is described as nineteen years 
old, five feet, eight inches tall, weight 143 
pounds, thin-faced, of Hight contplexion, 
with light hair. He was dressed in a brown

This terse declaration was made by Mr. 
B. F. Cochran, one of the cubstantial far- 
mers of Laurens, as he stood amid a group 
of his neighbors, and to it they all yielded 
assent. 

“The pig killed before Christmas,” said 
he, “costs you nothing for wintering him. 
Theoretical farming does not always come 
out in practice because the theorists gen- 
erally slip a cog somewhere in their cal- 
culations, but still a little planning ahead 
helps out farming wonderfully. Here is 
your fields, here is, your seed, there are 
your animals—here the producers, there the 
consumers. .Now what is the work ahead? 
To so utilize these fields by fructifying the 
seeds, and feeding your animals as to 
bring out a result which will be a profit. 
This has to be stretched out, and as the 
conditions are continually changing, the 
studying has to be kept up. 

“Now I buy mighty little guano, as I feed 
eattie and hogs and thus let my crop go to 
town on feet. The meat crop beats cotton 
altogether. First feed the cow, give the 
milk to the pig and the manure to the 
field and you will have the one playing into 

the other so as to give you most profit. 
Let me tell you again that the cheapest 
raised hog ever killed is the one killed be- 
fore Christmas. He will not cost you a 
single waste grain of corn.” 

This declaration of Mr. Cochran gave 
point to a ccnversation I held a day or two 
since with Dr. J. C. Curryer, of Minnesota, 
in which the hog played the star part—that 
is he assumed the. character of the great 
wealth producer. Dr. Curryer’s visit to 
Georgia,by the way, is of the utmost im- 
portance as showing the prominence which 
the pine belt of this state has assumed in 
the northwest. The — is best told by 
the doctor himself. 

“I belong,’’ said he, “‘to what is called the 
Minnésota Farmer's Institute corps. For 
a long time the people of Minnesota strug- 
gied with the problem as to the best method 
by which to carry instruction to the farm- 
ers. The state agricultural department was 
in politics, and consequently was of no 
value to the class it was fntended to ben- 
efit. The landscript, intended for. agricultu- 
ral instruction, had been seized by the 
state university. The experimentai farm 
Projects were always in trouble, and the 
stage was reached where something had to 
be done. Finaily it was decided that there 
snould be employed a regular staff of ex- 
perts in the different lines of interest to the 
farmers, who should hold institutes in reg- 
wlar circuit throughout the state. The 
institutes were thus assured of expert 
management, and the only difficulty to be 
overcome was to induce the farmer to at- 
tend. All the experimental stages have 
been passed, and the plan has proved a 
complete success. The corps now consists of 
five male professors and two female, cov- 
ering all subjects of the farm and the 
household. These gentlemen and ladies are 
regarded as the oracles by the farmers, 
and they hold a position of great impor- 
tance. 

“Now for the potnt of my visit to Geor- 
gia. During the past two years we have 
noticed a disposition among our young 
people to emigrate. They are being ap- 
pealed to to go to Oregon, to Washington, 
t> Montana and other places by emigra- 
tion agents. Strange to say, without the aid 
of emigration agents, a desire has grown 
up for Georgia.. On our institute engazge- 
ments we are frequently asked questions 
which are somewhat hard to answer. Of 
course we want these people to stay in 
Minnesota. It is a great country with 
grand institutions. But if these people must 
g0, then we do not want them to be led 
astray. At a meeting of our state board 
it was decided that we ought to get specific 
information about Georgia, so that we 
might answer questions intelligently. It 
looks like a state official board becoming 
the agent of another state in the matter of 
immigration. I was deputed to the task of 
visiting Georgia, and for a month I have 
been examining critically into the soil, 
climate, methods of work and so on so that 
I may be able-to make a complete report, 
Which can be recommended to all those 
who desire to seek new localities. I will 
return when the crops are nearing harvest 
and look over the field again. 

“What is the greatest drawback you have 
found ?"’ 

“The want of reliable experimental in- 
formation. I have a number of state re- 
ports, but they do not go into the minutiae 
upon which an opinion might be formed. 
I do not know anything about your Georgia 
agricultural department, but I do know 
how difficult it {s to securé the services 
of the right man. In the development of 
the Minnesota department we had the 
earnest interest of Uncle Jerry Rusk, who 
Was governor at the time. Governor Rusk 
happened to drive over the state line once 
into Wisconsin, looking at the farms. He 
Was particularly struck wtth one farm, on 
which he found everything in first-class 
order, and riding up to the house. inquir- 
ed ‘the name of the owner, when a tall 
German came out and gave his name as 
Theodore Louis. 

“*What do you regard as the greatest 
wealth producing agency in agriculture? 
_ governor asked him. 

*"The hog,” was the sententious reply.

“The conversation which ensued develop- 
ed the fact’ that Louis had once been what 
is called an all-wheat farmer and kept 
constantly sinking into debt. He decided 
that something had to be done quickly or 
there would be very ttle left for Louis, 
So he decided to try the hog. The first 
year he made a little momey, the se-ond 
year he madé more, and then he became 
oon d interested. The result was that

tion now seeking new homes.”’ 

Having made this diversion toe sustajn 
the theory of Mr. Cochran, it is hopeful 
to find that in Georgia, as in Wisconsin or 
Minnesota, there are men who are work- 
ing their way out of the economical mesh- 
es in whichgthe people have become entan- 
gied, and who are holding aloft the torch 
which is to guide others on the way. The 
hog is no new _ subject in Georgia, as 
he formed the subject of an interesting 
debate in congress in 1859, between Rep- 
resentative A. H. Stephens, of Georgia, 
and Representative James Campbell, of 
in which the relative comfort in 
which the people of both states lived,- was 
admitted to be settled by the consumption 
of hog products. Mr. Stephens fully prov- 
ed that as great a hog raising state as Ohio 
was, it then having the pork market of 
the world, that the hog industry in Georgia 
Was greater than in Ohio. 

Then let us have a revival of this animal, 
which fattens in the products of our fields 
and gives to mankind so much of enjoy- 
ment and support.

The negro under arrest in Winston, N. 
C.. who gave his name as Harry Love, 
has made a full confessiofi and acknowl- 
edged that he is Lewis Mason, who bru- 
tally murdered Peter Durand in Atlanta. 

After a lapse of eighteen months, when 
the killing of Durand had almost entirely 
passed out of mind, his murderer is sud- 
denly brought. to justice by his chance 
arrest for disorderly conduct in a far-off 
North Carolina city. A few days ago a 
policeman in Winston had occasion to ar- 
rest a negro who was guilty of disorder 
and the prisoner became unruly and drew 
a pistol on the officer. He was then 
charged with an assault and with carrying 
a concealed weapon. Seeing that he was 
a very desperate character, the Winston 
officials looked at their records to see if 
such a man was wanted in any other city 
for a serious crime. They thought he was 
a negro wanted in Birmingham for an as- 
sault with intent to murder, and told him 
that they intended carrying him to Bir- 
mingham. The prisoner at once made in- 
quiry as to whether or not he would be 
taken through Atlanta, and displayed so, 
much uneasiness at the very thought of 
having to pass through this city that the 
police authorities had his photograph taken 
and mailed to Chief Connolly. 

As soon as Chief Connolly saw the pic- 
ture he recognized the man as the one 
who killed Peter Durand, and so notified 
the Winston officials.

Steam Railroad. 


IS POSSIBLE 


Trains Can Make 100 Miles an Hour 
if Required. 


A GREAT DEPARTURE IN TRANSPORTATION 


President Clark, of the N. Y., N. H. 
and H. Co., Undertakes To Solve 
a Great Problem. 


The introduction of electricity on the 
New York, Hartford and New Haven rail- 
road marks an epoch in transportation. 

For years it has been the dream of many 
very practical people that the day would 
come when electricity would supersede 
steam as a motive power on railroads. Most 
engineers and experts said that it was 
impossible but there were some who be- 
lieved it would come. : 

President Clark, of the New Haven, has 
demonstrated that electricity can do the 
work which steam has been doing and do 
it better and cheaper. He studied the 
guéstion for years but was in no hurry 
about attempting the experiment. He wait- 
ed and saw electricity successfully applied 
on a short line running under the Thames 
river in London. He saw it tried at Chi- 
cago, the power being taken from the 
third rail, and he saw trolley lines in every 
city of any size in America, and he saw 
the Baltimore and Ohio apply electricity 
to freight traffic through a tunnel under the 
city. President Clark also saw the trolley 
lines cutting into the local traffic of his 
own road and eating its receipts. In March, 
1895, he gave an order to the General Elec- 
tric Company to equip a stretch of road 
which runs along Nantasket beach. This 
line was six/miles long and five miles was 
full of curveg. ‘This line was equipped with 
the trolley system under the direction of 
Colonel N. H. Heft, of Bridgeport, Conn.

: The ,Cuban Resolution. 

The Cuban resolution adopted by the 
United States senate on last Thursday 
voices in unequivocal terms the senti- 
‘ent of the American people on the par- 
amount issue of recognizing the bellig- 
erent rights of the insurgents. 

Whatever action the house may see 
fit to take in dealing with the regolu- 
tion on next Monday, it cannot obscure 
the victory which the cause of human 
freedom has gained in the upper branch 
of congress. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities more 
than two years ago, the American people 
havé warmly sympathized with Cuba in 
her struggle for independence. With 
the progress of General Weyler’s brutal 
and destructive campaign on the island 
this feeling of sympathy has gradually 
increased in strength and fervor until, 
outraged by the recent tactics of the 
Spanish butcher in laying waste the 
country and reducing its famished occu- 
pants to starvation, it now demands that 
some vigorous action be taken by the 
government, seeking to put a stop to 
these barbarities. Under the policy of 
mingled rapine and slaughter to which 
General Weyler has resorted in the hope 
of finally subduing the insurgents, Cu- 
ba has literally been converted into a 
desert waste, and unless some action is 
taken by this government at once, it 
will be too late to offer any practical 
relief to the insurgents. 

That Spain is wholly unequal to the 
task of subduing Cuba in open warfare 
is evident not only from the long, pro- 
tracted campaign which she has waged 
on the island, but also from the desper- 
ate policy which General Weyler has 
adopted to bring the insurgents to terms. 
Nothing like the brutal tactics of the 
Spanish buteher have ever been known 
before, and these alone, aside from any 
merit which the cause of suffering Cuba 
presents, are sufficient to warrant Amer- 
ican intervention. The United States 
senate has faced the situation in a pa- 
triotic and straightforward manner, and 
it now remains to be seen what action 
the house will take on the Cuban ques- 
tion next Monday. 

Had it not been for republican hostility, 
the senate resolution would have been 
concurred in last Thursday. Speaker 
Reed, who is influenced by eastern com- 
mercial sentiment, is strongly opposed to 
the resolution. Notwithstanding the ex- 
plicit language of the St. Louis plat- 
form, every means which he can use to 
defeat its passage will be freely em- 
ployed. If the resolution fails to pass 
the house on next Monday, the responsi- 
bility for its defeat will fall where it 
properly belongs—upon the shoulders of 
the republican party. 


An Intemperate Attack. 

The Railway Age of recent date comes 
to us in quite a state of mimd in regard 
to recent legislation in Florida estab- 
lishing a railroad commission in that 
state with authority to control rates. 
The Age’s article is headed “The Degra- 
dation of Florida,” and the whole force 
of the protest is lost in an intemperate 
species of declamation that is wholly 
out of place in this age and time. 

The Age not only denounces the legis- 
lation that has been procured in Flori- 
da, but falls to predicting; and its de- 
nunciations are not more absurd than its 
predictions. The tone and temper of the 
article remind us very forcibly of the 
attacks that were made on the pailway 
laws of Georgia nearly a quarter of a 
century ago. It was claimed that the 
railways would be ruined; that the 
building of new roads would come to an 
end: that capital would not come to a 
state that showed a disposition to de- 
stroy its railway interests. 

Such stuff as this was excusable twen- 
ty years ago, but it is both inexcusable 
and unjustifiable.in this day and time, 
when the managers of the roads and the 
people are coming to understand the real 
nature of their relations—their interde- 
pendence. 

The Constitution, which was possibly 
the only daily newspaper in the state 
to favor a commission, was made the 
subject of many bitter attacks, but its 
predictions all came to pass. The rail- 
ways were not only hurt by the com- 
mission, but wer elped by it. From 
1877 to 1892 more H#ew lines were built 
in Georgia than during any preceding 
fifteen years in the history of the 
state. 

Any railway manager who under- 
stands his own business well enough to 
know the rdlations existing between the 
public and the transportation companies, 
could tell The Age that even if the legis- 
lature of a state were to adopt laws in- 
jurious to railway interests, these laws 
in the very nature of things, would fall 
to the ground and become inoperative. 
And for the very best reason in the 
world. Whatever injures the railways 
hurts the public interests, and it is not 
only unlikely but impossible that the 
people should hurt themselves in order 
to punish the railroads. 

We have not examined the Florida 
law. There is no need to. Whatever 
provisions it may contain calculated to 
injure the railways, will become inoper- 
ative at once. And yet, after our experi- 
ence with the railway laws of Georgia, 
we can truthfully say that it is abso- 
lutely essential that the public inter- 
ests should be guarded against the er- 
rors of shortsighted or selfish men, as 
well as against the injurious results of 
wildeat management. 

The Railyway Age will, of course, in; 
terpret these remarks as an “attack” on 
“capital; but we call its attention in ad- 
vance to the fact that The Constitution 
has consistently set its face again 
every measure or proposition ulated 
to injure the rail@ays. It has discussed 
the relations between the public and 
the railways, for the purpose of show-

ing the mutual dependence of each to 


the spite and prejudice that once ex- 
isted in this state against the corpora- 
tions. We have shown that some of the 
evils complained of were inherent in 
the newer and completer methods of 
transportation—that many of the 
changes and readjustments of trade and 
commerce, embarrassing for a time, were 
unavoidable in the evolution which rail- 
ways have brought about. 

The result is that today—albeit The 
Constitution stands unalterably by the 
rights of the people in all measures of 
whatever kind—we do not believe there 
can be found in Georgia or in the south 
a railway manager who will not agree 
that we are ready to defend the corpor- 
ations against unwise legislation or un- 
just attacks. 
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Growth Under Adverse Conditions. 

In spite of the paralyzing effect of ad- 
verse conditions from which the country 
at large has suffered during the past 
year, the south, by reason of ‘her supe- 
rior natural advantages, has not only 
managed to hold her own, but in a great- 
er measure perhaps than any other sec- 
tion, has improved upon her record for 
the preceding year.

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If prosperity ever returns there is no 
section of the country which will re- 
spond more jreadily to its vitalizing 
touch than the south.

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Hard Times on the Palace Car. 

One of the most significant signs of 
the times is to be found concealed be- 
hind the G€emand of the porters, cooks 
and waiters that are to be found on the 
Pullman palace cars. The wages of 
these workers, if they may be called 
such,fare no less now than they have 
ever been. That is to say, the Pullman 
company has not reduced the wages 
paid to the porters, cooks and waiters. 

These individuals are employed on the 
understanding that a considerable por- 
tion of the money they earn must come 
in the shape of tips and fees from the 
traveling public—the idea being that 
men and women who are able to travel 
in the Pullman cars instead of the or- 
dinary day coaches will not begrudge 
the modest fee of a quarter or a half 
dollar in return for the profuse and re- 
spectful attentions which porters, wait- 
ers and cooks are in the habit of bestow- 
ing on those who engage passage in the 
Pullman cars.

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Southern Exports Alarm New York. 
The growth of our southern export 
trade is beginning to alarm the busi- 
ness men of New York, and not with- 
out good reason. Within the past few 
months the receipts of our leading south 
Atlantic and gulf ports have steadily 
increased, while those of the New York 
port, especially in grain shipments, have 
correspondingly diminished. 

‘In support of the above statement 
the federal bureau of statisties has just 
issued its May bulletin, giving receipts 
for the preceding ten months. Com- 
paring the figures contained in this re- 
port with those for the corresponding 
months of 1896 some idea of the loss 
sustained by the New York port and 
also of the gain realized by our southern 
ports during the same length of time, 
may be derived. 

With respect to corn shipments the re- 
ceipts up to date for all the ports ag- 
gregate 152,053,811 bushels, against 83,- 
910,705 bushels for the corresponding 
months of the year preceding. Divided 
among the several ports of the country 
the showing is as follows:

From the foregoing table it will be 
observed that most of the increase is 
divided among the ports of Baltimore, 
New Orleans, Norfolk, Newport News 
and Galveston. The receipts of the New 
York port not only show a decided fall- 
ing off, but it comparison with those 
of Baltimore and New Orleans the 
shrinkage is most remarkable. Before 
the year is completed the New York port 
will be still further in the rear.

It 
Stands for a great idea, and not for a local 
event, while, unlike same other ferms of 
embodied history, it is portable and can be 
carried from place to place when the mag- 
nitude of the occasion gives warrant for 
its exhibition. Philadelphia will receive 
more credit by generously offering it as a 
feature of the great southern exposition 
than by keeping it secluded. Though 
voiceless, it has not lost its power, and at 
Nashville would again declare to the visit- 
ing thousands from the four points of the 
compass that as we were one in our 
weakness s0 we still remain one in our 
greatness after the struggles and vicissi- 
tudes of over 100 years. 
An Aged Lawsuit. 

A case, which has been in litigation for 
the past twenty-five years, was decided 
last Friday ih the United States district 
court at New York. Judge Wheeler hand- 
ed down a decision awarding a verdict of 
$318,074.32 in favor of Christoplier C. Camp- 
bell in his suit against the city of New 
York for the use of his patent relief valve 
for fire engines. This patent was secured 
on May 24, .1864. 


Madagascar’s Deposed Queen. 

There were few of the attributes of roy- 
alty when the deposed queen of Madagas- 
car mads her exit from the island. In 
fact, few of the French officers attached 
to the army of occupation knew of the de- 
parture. The deportation was accomplish- 
ed with little attempt at display, the pur- 
pose of General Galieni rather being to 


prevent the notice of any of the natives. 


This, according to the story of a staff of- 
ficer recently arrived ‘in Paris, was en- 
tirely successful. 

When the French took possessicn of the 
island and decided that no more Malagasy 
rulers should participate in the affairs 
thereof, it was decided that Ranavolona, 
the queen who smoked cigars and chewed 


tobacco while arrayed in silken gowns 


fashioned by Worth, should be removed to 
Bourbon island in practical captivity. Her 
majesty was the person of force in the 
island, and General Galieni concluded to 
pack her off before any chance at a revolt 
against the French could be formulated. 
That he intended to do this was known 
to his officers several days before it was 
done, but none knew when it would take 
place. 

February 26th the commander sent word 
in the evening that the royal woman must 
be ready to leave by 2 a. m. This gave 
her but six hours’ notice. 
time and then returned word that if she 
must go she would prefer to leave at once. 
Galieni would not permit any change in 
his programme, however, and the deporta- 
tion was delayed until the hour fixed by 
him. The queen left at the appointed hour 
of the night with three maids and two 
men servants. 

She slept every night in a French block- 
house, and started on her journey on the 
following morning before sunrise, so that 
no native ever saw her on the way. She 
behaved very bravely on the land journey, 
and it was only later, when, on board the 
La Perouse, she saw the coastline of Mada- 
gascar disappear below the horizon, that 
she gave way to grief. She told the captain 
she would allow herself to die of starvation, 
but she eventually changed her mind. The 
queen has been treated: civilly, but with- 
out any honors. Her royal chaplain was 
handcuffed during the passage to Bourbon 
island. 


A Kick from the Chinese.

And 
here, Im our own state, when the Grand 
Army of the Republic colony from the 
west founded the city of Fitzgerald, one 
of their earliest acts was to declare no 
negroes need apply.” 


Whipping Convicts. 

The press of the state is still demanding 
an investigation of the convict whipping 
scandals. The Monroe Messenger says: 
“Governor W. Y¥. Atkinson has been foreed 
recently to pardon several convicis be- 
cause of the extreme eruelty imposed upon 
them by the managers of the gang. He 
prefers to give them liberty than to have 
them die such a death.” 


Governor Atkinson Tells a Story. 

One of the best stories yet heard on 
Governor Atkinson was told by himself to 
a party of admirers who were chatting 
with him in the parlor of the hotel at 
Cochran on his return from his recent 
visit to the chautauqua at Hawkinsville. 
The story is such a good one that it is 
worth repeating. 

“It was during my recent inspection of 
the conyict camps,’ said the governor. 
“Among other places I visited were the 
coal mines and in order to make a thor- 
ough inspection it was necessary to g0 
down into the mines and see the convicts 
at work.

NOWE BUT AGENTS CAN SELL TICKETS 


They Must lave Their Authority in 
Writing—Railroads Must Redeem 
Unused Parts of Tickets. 


Governor Black has sealed the doom of 
the ticket scalper in the state of New York 
by signing the anti-scalping bill. The bill 
goes into effect September ist, after whica 


ticket brokerage offices will be dis- 
orderly houses and treated as "Wuch. To 
maintain a scalping office, even without do- 
ing business, will be punishable by six 


months in jail. 
No one except an authorized agent of a 


railroad or steamboat company or a cap- 
tain or purser on a boat or a conductor on 
a train will be permitted to sell transpor- 
tation tickets. Every agent who selis tick- 
ets must have his authority in writing and 
his authority must specify the name of 
the company, line, vessel or railway for 
which he is acting, together with the name 
of the city, town or Village and the street 
and street number in which his office is 
kept for the sale of tickets. All tickets 
must be sold in an office. One duly author- 
ized agent may buy 2 ticket of another 
authorized agent for a person who intends 
to travel over any part of the line for 
which the buyer is the properly authorized 
ent. 

ep vc ee are required to redeem unused 
tickets and parts of tickets within thirty 
days after presentation. 

“A wholly unused ticket shall be re- 
deemed at the price paid therefor. A part- 
ly used ticket shall be redeemed at a rate 
which shall be equal to the difference be- 
tween the price paid for the whole ticket 
and the cost of a ticket of the same class 
between the points for which said ticket 
was actually used. Mileage books shall! be 
redeemed within thirty days after the date 
of the expiration thereof in the same man- 
ner. Every railroad company which shall 
wrongfully refuse redemption shall forfeit 
to the aggrieved party $50, which sum may 
be recovered, together with the amount of 
redemption money to which the party is en- 
titled, in an action in amy court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, together with costs.” 

The penalty of ticket scalping is fixed at 
imprisonment not to exceed two years.

Judge Strong had been {ll for many 
weeks, having been confined to his bed since 
the death of his wife, which occurred last 
March. His illness, while serious for one 
of his age, was not thought to be critical, 
and his death was not entirely expected. 
The end came peacefully and’ quietly and 
he fell asleep as a child at night. 

The funeral will occur this afternoon at 
5 o’clock from St. Luke’s church and the 
interment will be at Oakland cemetery. 
The services will be conducted by Dr. 
Arch Avary. The pallbearers will be se- 
lected from the circle of Hfe-time friends 
of the deceased. 

Many years ago Judge Strong came to 
Atlanta. He was born of honorable paren- 
tage in Cummings, Ga., in 1828, July Ist. 
He received a common school education, 
such as was afforded in the early days of 
the state. When Fulton county was es- 
tablished and made separate from DeKalb 
county, Judge Strong was made judge of 
the inferior court. This position he filled 
with credit and his administration was one 
of signal success. He has been closely con- 
nected and identified with the city and 
county since that time in many ways. He 
has been mayor pro tem. of the city, has 
been a member of the board of water 
commissionefs. 

For a long time he was clerk of the su- 
perior court of Fulton county and in this 
position he filled the office acceptably, dis- 
charging his duties ably and conserva- 
tively. 

Before the war he was the senior member 
of the firm of C. H. Strong & Co., cotton 
brokers, who were known throughout the 
entire southern states, doing an immense 
business both in the south and in England. 
The firm lived many years, establishing a 
name and credit that was national. He was 
a member of a family which contributed 
many distinguished men to the country, 
being a direct descendant in the seventh 
generation of Judge Strong, who settled in 
Massachusetts in 169. He was a man of 
considerable wealth at one time and amass- 
ed a large fortune. 

Judge Strong has been in declining health 
for a number of years, but his death was 
probably due to heart trouble, with which 
he has been a sufferer. He left three chil- 
dren, Mrs. John M. Graham, Miss Inman 
Strong and Miss Vivienne Strong. He mar- 
ried Miss Lucy Lockett, of Virginia, in 
1863.

Continued from Seventh Page. a 


rebuttal te the witnesses of the defense, 

but no other witnesses were introduced by 

the state. 
Defense Begins Its Testimony. 

The testimony for the state was indeed 
damaging for the prisoner, for it had been 
proved that Cunningham was seen running 
away from the store of Stanford. He had 
been identified by two eyewitnesses who 
saw him bareheaded, running. rapidly 
down the street, holding his left hand to 
his right side, the side in which the bullet 
was afterwtrds found, 

The spectators were a little curious to 
see how the weight of this testimony would 
be met by the defense. Up to this time the 
state had proved an open and shut; case, 
every witness \\ substantiating the ‘other, 
forming a chain which was complete 
against the prisoner. 

The first witness introduced by the de- 
fense was Ed Woodside, 2 printer. Wood- 
side swore that he, with several others, 
was with Cuinningham at 9 o’clock on the 
Saturday night of the shooting. They 
played pool at the Stag, on Broad street, 
took several drinks together and then went 
to Buckalew’s place, on South Broad 
street; there several additional drinks 
were taken, and after a few minutes spent 
in conversation the party separated for 
the night. 

Cunningham Exchanged Hats. 

The sensation of the day, however, was 
caused by the witness swearing that just 
as the party dispersed for the night Cun- 
ningham swapped hats with Sut Loving- 
good, who was one of the party. 

‘‘Lovinggood took Cunningham’s hat and 
put it on his head, giving his hat to Cun- 
ningham,” swore Woodside. “I don’t know 
whether the men swapped back their hats 
that night or not, but I know they did ex- 
change hats in the bar just before we left. 

“T then went home with a friend who was 
drunk. I put him to bed and came back to 
town, got a shave, but could not find 
Lovinggood nor Cunningham.” 

J. T. Head, a half-brother to Cunning- 
ham, corroborated the statement about the 
hats being swapped... He swore Lovinggood 
came out to Cunningham's -home the next 
afternoon, which was Sunday, and swap- 
ped back the hat whieh he had exchanged 
the night before: 

J. T. Childers,.a brother-in-law to Cun- 
ningham, swore the same thing. 

A. G. Lovinggood, a brother to Sut Lov- 
inggood, swore he and«his brother went 
out to West. End Sunday afternoon for the 
purpose of getting back the hat which had 
been exchanged in thé bar Saturday night. 

Miss Mattie Cunningham, sister to the 
prisoner, swore Lovinggood brought a hat 
out to her house, which he left, saying it 
was the hat owned by her brother, tut 
which had been swapped the night before. 

Many members of. the family testified 
upon the same line, showing that the 
Lovinggoods had called at the West End 
home for the purpose of bringing back 
Cunningham’s: hat.

Detective Dave Looney was again placed 
on the stand and asked if he had made any 
search for Lovinggood and if he had lo- 
cated him.

Judge Candler Wishes To Take Up 
_the Trial—The Murderer Will 
Have New Witnesses, 


Edward C. Flanagan may not be tried 
next week for the murder at East End. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, attorney for the 
murderer, is now lying on his bed tossing 
in a half delirium of sickness. He is very 
ijl. It seems now beyond all human prob- 
ability that he will be able by next Mon- 


ducting so important a case as the Flana- 
gan murder trial. 

Colonel Glenn went home sick Thursday 
after arguing a case in court. The work 
exhausted him, and again unstrung 
nerves that had not yet recovered from the 
very severe tension produced by the form- 
er trial of Flanagan. The attorney was 
so sigk that he was forced to tdke ‘to his 
bed, but he had no idea that it was serious. 
He thought he was only tired. In a short 
time he was delirious. Dr. Pinckney was 
summoned, and for hours the medical ex- 
pert who held such a prominent place in 
the former trial of Flanagan, worked by 
the bedside of his patient. He hoped that 
Colonel Glenn would be all right by yester- 
day. Yesterday Colonel Glenn was worse, 
Dr. Pinckney and Dr. Nicholson were with 
him, and both of these well known physi- 
cians pronounced him seriousiy ilk 

The trial will be called Monday morning. 
A motion for the continuance will almost 
surely be made, but it yet remains to be 
seen what Judge Candler. will do. When 
the case was called a month,ago, he post- 
poned it until next Monday on account of 
Colonel Glenn’s sickness. He intimated at 
the time that he would probably go ahead 
with the trial the next time, whether or 
not Mr. Glenn was able to conduct the 
case. He may do this. (Mr. George Spence, 
who was actively engaged in the former 
trial, is fully as familiar with the case as 
Colonel Glenn is, and it may be that he 
and Mr. Rountree and Mr. Fuller will have 
to handle the case. Judge Candler will al- 
most certainly be averse to any further 
continuance of the case, and it is more 
than probable that he will order: the trial 
to proceed, unless a strong showing is 
made by the defense. 

In the meantime, the preparations for the 
trial are progressing. Down in DeKa® 
county Sheriff Austin and his deputies 
are serving subpoenas. 

The summoning of the jurors is a task. 
To secyre a jury it was thought necessary 
to subpoena an unusually large number of 
citizensé—more than were ever drawn be- 
fore in that county. A great many names 
were drawn of men who were either jurors 
in the former trial or were disqualifiea. 
‘All of these were laid aside. 

The witnesses in the case are also being 
summoned. The defense will introduce 
some, new witnesses to prove that Flana- 
gan was insane when he committed the 
murder.

MAY BE ONLY REPRIMANDED 


FRIENDS OF CAPTAIN ROMEYN 
ASKING FOR CLEMENCY. 
Every Official Who Has Handled the 
Papers Has Requested Clemency 
of the President. 


President McKinley has not yet rendered 
a decision on the case of Captain Romeyn, 
who was tried by a courtmartial in At- 
lanta. The papers have been the rounds 
and a decision has been expected at: any 
time. 

It is now apparent that great effort is 
being made by the friends of the gallant 
captain to have the president decide that 
a reprimand is severe enough. It seems 
almost certain that there will be nothing 
greater than a reprimand. 

Every official through whose hands the 
papers of the courtmartial have passed has 
joined in the petition for clemency, and 
great influence will be brought upon the 
president to make the finding as ‘light on 
the captain as possible. 

The following special from’ Washington, 
gives a clear idea of the present situa- 
tion there: 

“Washington May 21.—(Special.)— 
Every official through whose hands the 
Romeyn papers have passed has joined in 
the request that clemency be extended the 
captain, and it is safe prediction that the 
end of this unfortunate affair will be a 
reprimand, nothing more. 

“It will be several days before thé-presi- 
dent’s decision on the cage will be an- 
nounced. He and Gecretary Alger have 
talked over the ease, however, and there is 
every reason to believe that the president's 
idea is the same as that of the majority of 
the members of the courtmartial, of Gen- 
era} Merritt and of the secretary of war. 
In this idea the clemency recommendation 
is uppermost. | 

“The papers were back with the sec- 


retary of war today. It seems that while 
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“The secretary of war took them himself, 
and got from the president his ideas. Then 
he took the papers back and made his own 
formal re endation on them, and in 
his office they have remained today. 
“There is a vast amount of red tape about 
these matters, and it is not altogether cer- 
tain when the documents:go te the white 
house for final action. The probability is 
they will go tomorroy, and that final ac- 


tion will be had early next week. -

CALLOWAY TO BE TRIED. 


HE WILL HAVE TO ANSWER TO 
CHARGE OF DESERTION. 
Case To Be Called Monday at Fort Me- 
Pherson—Strong Influence Will 
Be Used at Washington. 


Jewett Calloway, charged with desertion, 
will be tried by a courtmartial at Fort 
McPherson next week. 


. The deposition papers will arrive on Sat- 


urday, and Monday the court will convene. 
Lieutenant Hackney is the judge advocate 
of the convening court. Lieutenant Bam- 
ford will represent Calloway. 

Calloway is a well-known young man in 
this city, where he is prominently con- 
nected. He was arrested several weeks 
ago for deserting from Plattsburg bar- 
racks, in the state of New York. 

A plea of absent without permission, will 
be entered by the prisoner, and on these 
grounds he hopes to escape the punish- 
ment that is given a deserter. 

The line of his argumenf will be that he 
only left the army for a short while, and 
that it was his intention to return. The 
punishment for this offense ts much light- 
er than that for desertion. 

Calloway has the influence of some of 
the most prominent men in the state. The 
senators from Georgia are working in his 
behalf, and his friends hepe that the judg- 
ment of the court will be set aside by either 
the secretary of war or by General Mer- 
ritt. 

A telegram was received today by. the 
prisoner, from his cousin, Judge Samuel 
Lumpkin, of the supreme court. The tele- 
Senator A. O. Baeon, at 
Washington who said that he would see 
the secretary of war and General Merritt 
personally, and use his influence in behalf 
of the prisoner. 

The other senators are working for the 
young man, and it is hoped that he will be 
leit off from ahe sentence of the courtmar- 
tial, if it is unfavorable. 

Calloway is one of the reguiar working 
prisoners at the barracks. He is employed 
in cleaning up the post and doing other 
manual labor.

I could get nothing to do in this city and 
I had no money to get away on, so I stayed 
jn the city hoping something would turn 
up. Finally I got entirely out of money 
and I saw no possible way of getting a 
cent. So I was desperate and drew up 
three checks, one for $5 and the other for 
$7 each, and I used the stamp of the Wrig- 
ley Engraving Company in signing them. 
I got Mr. Delkin, the jeweler, to cash cne; 
Mr. Pappa, the saloon man, to cash one, 
and Mr. F. J. Cooledge to cash the third. 
I had them all cashed day before yester- 
day. .I never done such a thing before, 
and I was simply so desperate that I 
didn’t care what I did. It was that or 
be put in the street to starve. I have been 
an honest man all my life, but I tell you 
there are times when a fellow will be 
forced to do almost anything to get a few 
dollars. Just think what a fix I was in. 
Not a cent, no friend to lend to me and 
told that I had to pay board or get out into 
the street. My God, it is awful for a man 
to get in that fix. I don’t want to go to 
the chaingang or penitentiary. I am and 
have been willing to work.’’ 

Wall is about thirty-three years of age, 
and is a man of good address. His acvent 
would indicate that he was a German by 
birth. He has done work in the city in 
the civil engineering line, but could not 
secure enough work to support himself.

Are Enemies Trying To Keep Out the | 


Two Atlanta Chinamen. 


CHANG WEE SHOWS HIS HAND 


Says Hop Lee Is Trying To Smuggle 
in His Brother. 


CHANG SAYS THAT HE NEVER LIVED HERE 


Will Make Affidavit to This Effect. 
Hop Lee Says He Will Fix Wee 
for Interfering. 


Trouble is brewing in Chinatown. Chang | 


Wee, a Merietta street laundryman, and 
who has been in thfs city over sixteen 
years, is the leader of one side, and Hop 
Lee, a wealthy, Chinaman with 2 shop on 
Whitehall street, is at the head of the other 
division. 

Meetings are being held by the Chinamen 
of both sides, and they Aave no kind words 
for each other. The present trouble arose 
over two Chinamen said to ‘be residents 
of this city who went to Canada to visit 
relatives, but who are now at Port Town- 
send, Wash., where their passports are 
questioned. 

Lum Lee, one of the Chinamen who has 
been refused admission into this country, 
is a brother to Hop Lee, the Whiteliall 
street laundryman. Hop Lee says that 
his brother and Lum Sing, his companion, 
are residents of Atlanta and that both of 
them hdve worked in a laundry in this city. 
He says that the real reason the pass- 
ports are not recognized is because tuey 
were made out tn irregular form. He clams 
that the lawyer who made out the certili- 
cates of identification thought it sufficient 
to get the sworn statements of a number of 
prominent Atlantians who knew the two 
Chinamen and with the signature of a 
notary public and attached photographs 
that the passports were complete. 

They have since learned that they have 
to be made out.by the surveyor of customs. 
Through the efforts of several prominent 
Atlantians dupiicate photographs, ‘with 
their statements of identification sworn to 
before Colonel Stocker, the surveyor of 
customs, has been mailed to the custom 
house Olficial at Port Townsend. It is for 
this officer to decide whether the two Cni- 
nhumen are bonafide citizens after he re- 
celves the statements. 

When Chang Wee heard that two China- 
men who claims this city as their home 
were in trouble he went to the surveyor of 
customs to make inquiry. 

When the case was laid before him he 
said that these two Chinamen in Port 
Townsend had never lived in this city. 

“These two men are impostors. I have 
lived in this city over sixteen years and 
I know ever Chinaman that has ever 
been here,’’ said Chang Wee, ‘‘and neither 
of these n.en have even so much as visit- 
ed here. 

“I knew Lum Lee in China. He has 
never been in this country that I ever heard 
of. Hop Lee is trying to smuggle them into 
the United States.’’ 

Chang Wee speaks English with only a 
slight accent. He is one of the most prom- 
inent Chinaman in the city and is well 
known. 


When this information was given Sur- 


veyor of Customs Stocker, Chang Wee was‘ 


asked if he would make a sworn affidavit 
to what he said. He replied that he would, 
and on Monday morning he has an en- 
gagement with Colonel Stocker to make 
out the affidavit. 

When a reporter called on Chang Wee 
at his laundry on Marietta street he was 
discussing the subject with several of his 
friends. He was most emphatic in pro- 
claiming that Hep Lee was trying to smug- 
gie the Chinamen into this country. 

He repeated the conversation that he 
had with the surveyor of customs. Yee 
Wah, who is the partner to Chang Wee, 
said that he knew Lum Lee in China and 
said that he had never been to. this 
country. 

When Hop Lee was informed of what 
Chang Wee and Yee Wah had said about 
his brother he swore a few seconds in his 
own language and then said in broken Eng- 
lish that Chang Wee was an enemy of his. 
He says they had a fight and that Chang 
Wee got the worst of it and this is the 
reason that he is doing that talk. 

“T see Chang Wee and he telle He me fixee 
him.’”’ 

With this exclamation Hop Lee went into 
the rear of his laundry and entered into 
conversation with his young Chinese wife. 
There will evidently be trouble in Chinese 
quarters. 
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BOUND OVER FOR BURGLARY. 


Julius Young Is Accused of Burglar- 
izing a Store. 

Julius Young, a negro boy, was bound 
over to the superior court vesterday after- 
noon on the charge of burglary. The war- 
rant in the case was taken out by A. 
Stomachan, who swore that the negro had 
entered his store on Decatur street a few 
nights ago and robbed him. 

The negro protested his tnnocence, but 
after hearing all of the evidence in the 
case Justice Foute decided that it was 
enough to convict and sent Young to jail 
in default of a $300 bond.

THE VETS ‘HUST PAY 


Old Soldiers Can’t Do tiie Without 
a License. 
F. G. LUTTLES IN POLICE COURT 


Jumbo Hunter Arrests Him—tThe Vet- 
érans Are in a Predicament--Must 
Keep Moving. 


The city officials are still after the old 
confederate soldiers who are doing business 
without a license. . 

Yesterday afternoon F. G. Suttles, an 
old soldier who wore the gray, was ar- 
raigned in the police court for carrying on 
a wood yard without the necessary licensé. 
Jumbo Hunter had docketed the case 
against Burt Suttles, a son of the old sol- 
dier, but the father was in the court as 
defendant, stating that the woodyard 
was his and not his son’s. 

When asked by the recorder what he had 
to say, Mr. Sutties, with great pride, drew 
from his pocket a paper which looked like 
the one which was carried by Rip Van 
Winkle, but it was shown with pride be- 
cause it was a testimony of the fact that 
fe had fougnt with Lee for the Icst cause, 
and it gave the bearer the right to peddle 
without a license. 

“That paper is not any good now,” he 
was informed by Acting Recorder Morris. 

The old soldier, could scarcely believe 
what he heard “Well, if that paper is no 
good,’’ he replied, “then I will have to go 
out of business.”’ 

The court explained that the city council 
had repealed the ordinance allowing the 
confederate veterans to do business with- 
out a license. The permits granted by 
the ordinary now only entitle the old sol- 
dier to peddle without a license. He cannot 
locate and carry on business. 

Mr. Suttles was given until tomorrow af- 
ternoon to arraftge the matter satisfactori- 
ly with the city. If he so does this he will 
not be fined. 

The old soldiers whe have been doing bus- 
iness in Atlanta are much exercised over 
the fact that they will be made to pay a 
license. They are in a great dilemma. Their 
permits allow them to do business provided 
they keep on the move, and they are so 
old and infirm that that is the very 
thing they can’t do—keep moving. 

It is probable that several similar cases 
will be made in a few days. Four or five 
have alree#y been booked and the old vets. 
have been required to either pay up or 
close up their shops. 


EXONERATED HIS FATHER. 


A Paulding County Son Claims That 
He Owned the Still. 

Henry L. Cole, Joseph Cole and George 
W. Cason, ail of Paulding county, were 
brought in yesterday by Officers W. M. 
Seott, J. H. Lane, J. R. Ware and R. M. 
Coleman. 

The three Paulding county citizens were 
all charged with making illicit whisky. The 
officers found a distillery within two hun- 
dred yards of H. L. Cole’s house. A well- 
beaten track led front thé still to the house. 

George W. Cason and Joseph Cole were 
at work in the distillery when it was cap- 
tured. The officers placed both men under 
and carried them to Villa. Rica, 
where they expected to board the train. 
While waiting at Villa. Rica, Henry Cole 
came up and gave himself over to the of- 
ficers. He swore to the revenue men that 
his father, Joseph Cole, had nothing to do 
with the still, which, he claimed, was 
owned and operated by himself and Ca- 
son. ‘ *s 

Joseph’ Cole also, claimed that he had 
never been to the still prior to the time, 
that he was caught there by the officers. 
He said that he had heard that his son 
was running a still.on his place, and he 
went down to see about it. He claimed 
that he had been there but ten minutes 
when the revenue men came up and ar- 
rested him for complicity in the operation 
of the still. 

The officers testified that Joseph Cole’s 
clothes were black and smutty when he 
was arrested, but Cole easily explained 
this by saying that he had been burning 
off new ground. Judge Broyles decided 
that the elder Cole had explained his pre- 
sence at the still satisfactorily and released 
him. Henry Cole and George Cason were 
placed under a bond of $200 each.
